DETAILED ACTION 
Spedftcation 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR L75(d)(l) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is requinsd: 

-claim 3, "a reactor to activity**. 

-claim 1 4, '*set at the capacity of human activation*'. 

-claim 16, all the features fiora (a) to (p) that claimed. 

Clabn Objections 

2. Claims 15 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claimed of 
method claims have to be in an -ing- form, i.e. **accessing'* or ^^transmitting visual and audio. 
Appropriate correction is required* 

aaim Ejections - SS USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written dewription of the itwention, aiid of the miuiner and process of makhig 
and using il, in such full, dear, concise, and exact tcnns as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected^ to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

A. Claims 16-1 7 are rejected imder 35 US.C 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention.

It is unclear that how the system being able to corporate and to comect with all the limitations as 
claimecU for example: 
In claim 16, 

- step (i) "to start specific vehicle, lock and imlock door?", 
-step (I) "deactivation in case of lost or theft?" . 
-step (m) "page notification if misplace?". 

-step (p) *'for pet owners additional timed set sensors for pet doors?" 
In claim 17: 

It is unclear of limitations such as "if said property is without a computer then the camera, 
sensor, doorbell, and intercom can be linked directly to a phone line", is the phone line is the 
same as a computer? And the word "may" in Hue 6 is being indefinite, since it is not paiticular 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter, ^'may" can be means as have or have not 

5. The foUowmg is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

Hie specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulttrly pointing ouv and distinctly claiming (lie 
subject molter which the applicant feg^ds as his itiventicm. 

6. Claim 17 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U,S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) arc narrative in fomi and replete witli indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The stnicturc which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The clairrL(s) must be in one sentence fonn only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited.

7. Cbims 2-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matta: whicH applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In all the claims above, after **whei«in" the subjective is missing wdiich uses to connect with the 
limitations, for example: in claim 2 "wherein includes the motion sensor." What is the limitation 
lhat includes the motion sensor? And claim 10, 'N^^Lerein stores* data'* it is unclear of what is the 
limiution uses to store the data? Applicant please defines more in all the claims above. 

Claim Rejections '3S USC§102 

8. The foUowmg is a quotation of the appropriate paragnE^hs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejcctiofis under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(e) the invention was described in (I) an application for patent, publiidicd under section 1 22(b), by anodier filed 
in flic United States befoir? the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by anotlier filed in die United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application tiled under the treaty defined in section 351{a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the intcmaiional application designated the United 
Staten and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the finglish languese. 

9. Claims 1-15 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102C.e) as heing anticipaled by Chang et al. [US 
6,778,084]. 

Regarding claims 1-15: Chang et al. disclose an apparatus for first hand 
surveillance with the capability of audio ajid visual communication specifically when emerged 
off a property, that comprises all the functions and liTnitation that claimed, that includes motion 
sensor 220. camera 180. reactor to activity 200, microphone and speaker (col. 5, lines 30-31 and 
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col, 6, lines 1-14), computer 280, an audiovisual remote 160 [as shown in Fig. 1-2 and col. 3, 
lines 56-67, col. 4, lines 24-66 and col. 5, lines 20-54]. 

Claim Aejecdons - 3S VSC§ 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 ILS.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OfiTice action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtaincsd though the invention is not identicaJly disclosed ot' described as «et for^ in 
section lOi of this Htlc, if tbc differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and riie prior ait are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a pcr^ 
baying ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention wflS mode. 

1 1 . Claims 1 6-1 7 are ngected under 35 U.S.C . 103(a) a$ being unpatentable over Chang et aL 
[US 6,778,084]. 

Regarding claim 1 6: Chang et al. disclose a surveiUancc audio visual remote 160 that 
able to receiving the notification alarm signal, and sending command signal to camera to 
function as control volume, zoom, pan, tilt, focus and on/oflf [see col. 5, lines 18-40], Chang et 
al. does not specifically disclose that the audio visual remote is capable to do the rest of the list 
of functions and features as claimed, however, as l ong as the remote controller 160 is being able 
to control and do more than one functions for the system. It would have been obvious of one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the lime of the claimed invention to be able to employ more 
additional features into the remote controller, for more convenience. 

Regaining claim 1 7: Chang et al. disclose an apparatus for first hand surveillance 
comprises a computer 280 and communication device 300 [see Fig. 1] and the apparatus is 
capable to record the incident into the master terminal box 240, for later playback [see col. 5, 
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lines 41-54], Chang et al, does not specifically mention that recording device is a VCR, DVD, 
CD burner. Since, VCR, DVD, and CD burner arc well known as the recording devices, 
therefore, it is obvious ofone having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use any appropriate known type of recordirrg device in the system, including VCR, DVD^ and 
CD as claimed.

1. A system, com}i»rising: 

an imaging device, ^ im^Ag <ievice having a ccmtrol unit; and 
a server coupled with the imaging device to: 
tet^ve an image having a code, 
decode the code, 

dfitermine using Hie decoded code one of the fbllowiiig: a first tesponse in accordaxice wth a first 
situation, a second response in accordance with a second situation, and a third response in accordance 
with a duid situation. 

Store tiie image on a web jsite^ and 

transmit a message to a communication device, 

2. The system of claim 1, wherein the first response comprises an emergency response, the second 
response comprises a security response, and the Aird response comprises a failsafe response. 

3. The ^stem of claim 1 , wherein the communication device cmiprises at least one of the following: a 
telephone, a pager, and a computer, 

4. The system of claim 1, wherein the server is further to: 
contact an ^ergency response team; 

transmit the image to an image receiving device; and 
send a pager signal to a pagc»^. 

5. The system of daim l,iwherein the server is further to: 
transmit the image to an image receiving device; and 
send a pager signal to a pagei*. 

6. The system of claim 1, further comprising: 
Ihe c0Atr<4 unit to: 

generate the code having the indicator bits, the mdicator bits having infomiation indicative of die type of 
response needed;

7. The system of claim 1, further comprises a transmitter to receive the Image from the control unit and 
tD transmit the image io the server. 

8. A method, comprising: 

detecting a triggered sensor torn at least one sensor coupled with an object 

turning an imaging device coupled with the object in the direction of the triggered sensor in response to 
a «ig^al fiom the triggered sensor; 

activating the imagii^ device to capture an image and 

detemifling one of the folkwing: a first sitoation having an emergency situation, a second situation 
having a security situation, and a third situation having a failsafe situaticm. 

9. The melhod of claim 8, wherein the emergency situation comprises an emeigency response, the 
security ^tuation comprises a security response, and the fsulsafe situa^km comprises a fiEdlsafe response. 

10. The method of claim 9, further comprising: 

transmitting an emergency message in accordance vnih the emergency response; 
transmitting a security message in accordance with the security response, and 
transmitting a £ailsa& Tn^gftflgA in accordance with the failsafe r^ponse. 

1 L The method of claim 9, further comprises generating a code in accordance with the emergency 
situation, the security situation , md the failsafe situation, the code having indicator bits mdicattng die 
carresponding situation, 

12. The method of claim 9, wherein the emeigency response comprising: 

contacting an emergracy response team; tnu)$mitting the image to an image receiving device; and 
sending a pager signal to a pager. 

13. The method of claim 9, wherein the security response comprising; 
contacting an emergency response team; 

transmitting the image to an image recdving device; and 
sending a pager signal to a pager. 

14. The method of claim 9, wherein the failsafe response comprising:
